Customers the Idea of Book Collecting 


PAUL JOHNSTON 


Ir Is APPARENT TO THE READER of the late 
issues of the Publishers’ Weekly that one of 
the difficulties that the bookseller faces to- 
day is caused by the increasing patronage of 
the lending libraries and the consequent 
slackening up of sales of new books. I am 
perhaps the youngest novice of bookselling, 
but from my slight experience backed by 
considerable observation I have learned that 
it seems to be true that the successful book- 
seller must be a book seller, not merely a 
dealer in books. And it seems that if book- 
sellers are now to renew purchasing interest 
in new books, either of fiction or of non- 
hction, they must se// people on the idea of 
book collecting. 

The average dealer in new books probably 
pictures the book collector as a white-haired 
antiquarian who haunts the stalls and musty 
second-hand bookstores—or as an eminently 
successful business man who buys only ex- 
pensive rarities. There are these types of 
collectors, but there are many others also. 
There are literary amateurs who are inter- 
ested in all things pertaining to authors, 
literary groups, or books. There are collec- 
tors of modern first editions who are becom- 
ing more and more keen on discovering au- 
thors and collecting their books as they are 
published. There are people interested in 
book history, exploration, typography, or 
horses. And for every person known to col- 
lect along certain lines I dare say there are 
a hundred who could be led to do so—to 
their greater enjoyment of books and to the 
sreater profit of booksellers. I believe that 


it would be easier than many booksellers 
imagine to create new book collectors in every 
community. 

Every bookseller knows that his customers 
consist of people who casually enter his shop 
and buy, or are sold a book or two, and 
others who frequent his shop and whom he 
comes to know as customers. The latter 
group is the one that might be led to book 
collecting. It is difficult for the average book- 
shop customer to keep up with all that is go- 
ing on in publishing and he comes to rely 
upon the bookseller to keep him informed 
and to offer him books that may interest or 
appeal to him. And even the casual buyer 
may take away more books than he expected 
to buy if the bookseller can but sense his 
interests and follow them. 

It seems that it is up to the bookseller to 
make his customers interested in owning 
books and in doing this he is automatically 
leading them to book collecting. It is flat- 
tering to be considered a collector and the 
gentlest of hints that the bookseller drops 
might easily start a person on the way. It 
is easy enough, and apparently casual, to men- 
tion that a customer is getting a first edi- 
tion of a book, when he is doing so. And 
even if he knows nothing of first editions 
it may arouse his curiosity. It is not difficult 
to follow a customer’s line of interest, once 
it is discovered, and to play up to the idea 
that he is collecting along that line. His at- 
tention may be drawn to every new book on 
his subject as it appears. If he is only in- 
terested in the work of a certain novelist, it 
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is possible to secure an advance order by 
letting him know when the next book by 
his favorite is to appear and assuring him 
that an early order will secure a first edi- 
tion of the book. 

Another way to encourage collecting is to 
push books of literary biography and _his- 
tory, bibliography, typography, on book col- 
lecting, and similar subjects. The purchase 
of fine reprints of standard or classic works 
may easily lead to collecting, or, on the other 
hand, a collector who has a prime first edi- 
tion of some old classic which he would open 
only in a cloistered room and with gloved 
hands might gladly buy a good reprint of 
the same text to read, or reread. The book- 
seller can help to circulate the publications 
that promote book collecting: The Colophon, 
which is perhaps the best known, The Book 
Collector's Quarterly (published in England), 
The American Book Collector, The Book 
Collector's Note Sheet, The Collector’s Jour- 
nal (all American), Philobiblon (Austrian), 
and The Book Collector's Packet. None of 
these publications have, as far as I know, 
had the support they deserve from booksellers. 
Yet every subscriber to them is constantly 
reminded of literature, more interested in 
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books, in book collecting, book owning, and 
book buying. 

I have encountered a great deal of jealousy 
among booksellers. The dealer in rare books 
is often especially careful to guard his 
“clients,” many of whom he attempts to hold 
as his own, and to monopolize, he imagines, 
and secure all of his orders. It is true that 
clients may be won over after a long period 
of fair dealing and that they will eventually 
buy most of their books through one dealer, 
But I cannot believe that these people never 
hear from another bookseller, never receive 
his catalogs, never read about him, never see 
his advertisements, never buy from him. | 
am afraid also that booksellers who deal in 
new books mainly or solely feel that they 
should not bother to promote book collect- 
ing since the collectors will only turn to the 
rare book dealers. The whole idea seems 
silly to me and it denotes a lack of coopera- 
tion that should not exist. I am_ positive 
that there are no better prospects than book 
collectors for the sale of new books as well as 
old, and that booksellers in every branch of 
the trade will find business increasing in pro- 
portion to the support and encouragement that 
every bookseller gives to book collecting. 


Bookselling in Three Centuries 


Bridgman & Lyman in Northampton, Mass., Have Been in Business 
136 Years in the Same Location

BooKsELLING ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY-SIX 
years in the same location is the record held 
by Bridgman and Lyman, in Northampton, 
Massachusetts, a proud business heritage! 
Mr. Lyman says it is a unique record. 

What a long record of the book business 
has been written since Simeon Butler opened 
his store on Shop Row in January, 1797. 
Then there was no telephone or telegraph, 
not even railroads, to speed up book orders. 
Books from New York were carried up the 
Connecticut river to Hartford, and then by 
team to Northampton. Smith College had 
not been thought of, and Northampton was 
known, not as an important college town 
and the home of Calvin Coolidge, but as the 
shopping center for a fertile farming valley. 





The friendly atmosphere of the store and the 
fact that there were two convenient sturdy 
hitching posts in front, made the bookstore 
a meeting place for all who came to town. 
Bundles and children were parked there and 
collected later for the return trip. 

This store was opened by Simeon Butler, 
Northampton’s third postmaster and con- 
ducted under his name for many years. His 
son J. Hunt Butler succeeded him and ran 
the business alone until 1847 when he took 
in S. E. Bridgman who was connected with 
the firm for sixty years. The store was optt 
ated under the names Hopkins, Bridgman 
& Co., Bridgman & Co., Bridgman & 
Childs, S. E. Bridgman & Co., and then 
finally Bridgman & Lyman. Although the 
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Bridgman family is still connected with the 
firm, Clifford H. Lyman has been the pro- 
prietor now for many years. He entered the 
employ of the store in 1882 at the salary of 
$250 a year, and for over fifty years has made 
the shop and its development his first con- 
cern. Mr. Lyman is everywhere known in 
the city and actively interested in all civic, 
church and philanthropic affairs, and his 
valuable contacts have contributed no small 
part to the steady growth of the business. 

In the early days of the store, it was also 
a flourishing bindery and publishing house. 
Thousands of volumes were issued under 
this imprint,—among them Heeren’s “Mod- 
ern History,” Hitchcock’s “Life of Mary 
Lyon,” and all the works of the Reverend 
John Todd. As a Sabbath School Depository, 
it distributed many manuals and Bibles. In 
addition to books, stationery, wall paper and 
picture framing were sold. 

The old “main-street” exterior appearance 
of the store has not been materially changed 
during all these years, but inside it has been 
‘ranstormed and equipped in line with mod- 
fn and attractive display and the store is 
iow a two-story establishment. 

The two large display windows faced with 
leaded glass and the outdoor bookstalls of

second-hand books constantly attract the 
passer-by. Just inside the door there is a 
comfortable chair and table where customers 
may sit and await their friends and look 
over the books. Down through the center 
of the store runs a long counter where the 
college girls are served their wares. The 
store does a large local textbook business, and 
during the fall months the main aisle is the 
scene of tremendous activity. The rest of 
the floor is given over to general book stock 
and fine stationery, with a small office space 
at the rear. Upstairs are children’s books, 
art materials, and office supplies. In front 
on the second floor is a spacious browsing 
alcove where customers can look over books 
undisturbed or discuss their book selection 
problems with the well-informed clerks. 

One always finds not only the outstanding 
new books of all kinds here in this up-to- 
date bookshop, but also a generous stock of 
standard works and solid book fare, on which 
this store has built its long and reputable 
history. 

It is a wide span of years from the days of 
Simeon Butler’s little store to Bridgman & 
Lyman’s today, but the store still fills the 
same place in the community life and offers 
the same reliable service as in the early days,

THE PROBLEM which presents itself when one 
discusses half a dozen actual windows ar- 
ranged at almost the same time, that is, with 
only a few weeks intervening, is that there 
is apt to be considerable duplication in the 
books shown in the various windows. But 
all these windows do not show the same 
results. For instance in one of our shops 
the dollar edition of “Roget’s Thesaurus” 
sold 270 copies in 2 weeks while in another 
neighborhood with almost as large a dis- 
play of the book not one-tenth that number 
were sold during the same period. 

Shop windows as well as people have their 
personality and in New York City for 
instance one could not mistake a Dutton 
window for a Doubleday window nor a 
Brentano for a Putnam window. If such a 
thing were possible it would be amusing to 
lend window designers to different firms, 
establish exchanges between them, much as 
students used to be exchanged between dif- 
ferent countries. Of course I am only talking 
theoretically, but at some time when business 
has improved vastly over what it is at present 
it might be feasible. 

I will first describe the Grand Central 
Shop window which is 4 feet deep by 5 feet 
high and 8Y% feet wide. This window 1s 
right next to the entrance to the shop and has 
a small ledge next to the door. On this ledge 
are single copies of “The Investor Pays” and 
“Tertium Organum.” Along the ledge fac- 
ing front are single copies of the following 
books: “Grain Race,” “The Crime of Cuba,” 
“Portrait of Mrs. Siddons,’ “Men and 
Women of the French Revolution,” Victor

I hope that now you won’t have too sketchy 
an idea what these windows look like, but if 
you have read my “Window Lights” more or 
less regularly you ought to have a fair con- 
ception of them. 

In the matter of posters and general display 
material nobody has done more lately than 
William Morrow & Co. For “The Case of the 
Sulky Girl” they have used for their photo- 
graphic poster a highly effective process 
which gives one the impression of the figure 
being in three dimensions. It is a tremen- 
dous innovation in display technique, and | 
sincerely hope that it will have great results. 
Also in the case of “One Woman” they have 
done some very original work in having lit 
tle address books and giant books and a very 
handsome poster. Two other very nice pos- 
ters of the same firm are for “The Arches ot 
the Years” and “Return.” 

The success of “Minnie Mouse” and 
“Mickey Mouse” is followed up by “Old 
King Cole,” one of the Silly Symphony 
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pop up books. There is a nice poster for 
that. ; 

Owing to Mr. Hitler’s rather distasteful 
activities there must be great interest in all 
books pertaining to Jewish life and culture 
and “Hear, Ye Sons” by Irving Fineman is 
a particularly good book on Jewry. There is 
a poster for this book. 

Coward-McCann has a fine cut out poster 
of the “I, the Tiger,” a four times enlarged 
reproduction of the picture on the unusually 
beautiful jacket. 

For “Remember When,” edited by M. 
Therese Bonney, with an introduction by 
Charles Dana Gibson, they are also providing 
a display composed of photographs from the 
book that I think will entice people into the 
shop. To those shops guaranteeing a win- 
dow on this title (and it’s a honey as a gift 
item for the Christmas trade) they will fur- 
nish mounted and captioned sets of the 
photographs including such intriguing items 
as:

Price Cutting 


AMONG OTHER CopEs now in active process 
in Washington is the Motion Picture Code 
which, along with other 
features, calls for strict 
maintenance of the uni- 
form price at the motion 
picture theaters, 
eliminating all special 
premiums which might 
tend to reduce the price. 
If the motion picture 
theater tickets were mer- 
chandise sold in department stores, this prob- 
lem would have raised a cry to heaven that 
such a stand was against the vital interests 
of the people. 

It is a natural assumption on the part of 
the public that price cutting makes for lower 
price levels. Would our insurance rates be 
any lower if we returned to the methods of 
special bargain days? Would our transpor- 
tation be any lower if we returned to old 
bargain days? We believe not. In most in- 
dustries and certainly in the book industry, 
low price levels are one of the by-products of 
a wide distribution, and sporadic local price 
cutting undermines the possibilities of such 
wide distribution. In nearly every case of 
deep price cutting the merchandise offered at 
cut prices is used simply as a bait or lure to 
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even. 
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expose customers to other merchandise 9) 
which the margin of profit is considerab) 
greater. é 

The Dollar Non-Fiction lines, which hay¢ 
provided such wonderful book bargains, were 
made possible not by the price cutters but by 
the multiplication of outlets which could sel 
books when they reached the dollar level, 
thus making an opportunity for large print. 
ings at low prices. The great market at the 
ten cent stores for cheap books for older peo. 
ple is another example of a widely extended 
market which gives the printing press a great 
opportunity. The attitude of the trade to. 
wards the ten cent picture books at the Wool. 
worth stores, even though they are in 
competition with the bookstore, is different 
from the attitude toward Macy’s price cut. 
ting which is apparently intended to bring 
people into the store to buy other merchan. 
dise. 

The development of wide uniform markets 
is a logical one, and the use of books as bait 
which has been outmoded in g9°% of the 
stores of the country will be completely out- 
moded in all good stores in the next ten years 
even though codes do not bring this about. 
The public is led to believe that the use oj 


loss leaders makes a real saving in the book 


money of the country, forgetting the disrup- 
tions which such methods cause in general 
distribution. 


Invertebrate 


PUBLISHERS HAD A GRIM JOKE among them- 
selves recently when one publisher quoted 
from a letter which he had received asking 
about the purchase of some bargain stock, a 
letter that went on to say that it was impor- 
tant to get the shipment as remainders were 
now the backbone of the business. Whether 
an industry can be considered vertebrate 
when its backbone is made up of its failures 
is doubtful. . 
Remainders are continuing to be a major 
menace to publishing and bookselling today, 
and there is as yet no real stay against the 
flood unless that provision of the Code goes 
in as provided. This proposal stated that no 
book shall be remaindered at wholesale tor 
less than 20% of list. This would mean that 
any $3 non-fiction book which could not 
find a market at $.60 wholesale or perhaps 
$1 retail should be ground into pulp. That 
would be just destiny for a book that was 8° 
abject a failure. 
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Such a plan applied with the strength of 
the law by Code adoption would keep the 
remaindering of books within bounds, and 
it would save for the public books of real 
subject value from which most distress mer- 
chandise had been eliminated. 

That the present situation has its troubles 
for authors as well as the booktrade is indi- 


‘cated by a recent petition of the Authors’ 


League which pointed out that the authors 
have a stake in this problem, as remainders 
pay no royalty and yet compete with the sales 
of new books, often books by the same au- 
thor. The authors, themselves, urge that a 
cure be sought in the Code and, for their 
part, would be happy if the program called 
for even more drastic measures. 


Backbone of Fiction Reading 


No MORE INTERESTING book list for the edi- 
torial departments of publishers has been is- 
sued for some time by librarians than that 
entitled “Replacement List of Fiction,” a 
pamphlet of eighty pages recently made ready 
by the Book Buying Committee of the Ameri- 
can Library Association, of which Carl L. 
Cannon is Chairman. 

The Committee has made a careful study, 
with the aid of many libraries, of the ques- 
tion of titles that are frequently replaced and 
thus supplies to libraries a record of those 
titles most in demand and to publishers a 
picture of what this replacement business 
really is. The study has been wide in its 
scope and runs from “Pilgrim’s Progress” to 
Aldington’s “The Colonel’s Daughter” and 
trom Balzac to Temple Bailey. That but 
few authors win their way to replacement 
status is evidenced by the fact that in all there 
are but 537 authors and 1550 titles. Of these 
authors approximately two-thirds are still liv- 
ing, indicating that the fiction appetite is 
most largely served by current output. Of 
these authors approximately 50°% are Ameri- 
can, 35° British and 15°% European. 

The Committee has gone into the ques- 
ton of book manufacture and its recom- 
mendations as well as its comments on the 
Yatlous reprint libraries which are so largely 
used in the list will be important to pub- 
ishers, 

_Itis unfortunate that the reference to Eng- 
lish currency exchange was not corrected 
when the book was put in circulation, as one 
Paragraph in the introduction reads, “Price 
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has been given full consideration in the List, 
because of reduced budgets and the necessity 
for economy. For that reason, where no 
cheap American edition was available, an 
English edition was substituted; for importa- 
tion is possible, free of duty, under the Amer- 
ican copyright law. English prices are par- 
ticularly attractive as an emonomy measure 
at the time this is written because the shilling 
is worth only about 1644¢” By the time the 
book was published the shilling was worth 
about 23¢. 

Publishers might make these comments on 
the suggestion made by this Committee: 

First, that to mention the advantage of 
exchange and not to mention the disadvan- 
tage of the short English library discounts is 
misleading the purchaser; second, that it 
would probably be to the advantage of Amer- 
ican publishers if comparison was made be- 
tween our reprint editions and the English 
cheap editions; the esparto bulking paper 
which is so often preferred in England is 
poor material for library use or library bind- 
ing, and American publishers have always 
avoided this. 


Planned Publishing 


THE NEw ERA of planned economy in busi- 
ness and government has brought evidences 
that there has been planned publishing to 
meet this era, and among the first books 
definitely connected with the present pro- 
gram is the series about to come out from 
W. W. Norton & Company entitled “Social 
Action Books.” Over a year ago Mr. Norton 
began the discussion of a series of books on 
this subject with many of the people now 
leaders in the movement, and the first result 
of this early planning is now at hand. 

Lindsay Rogers, one of the administrators 
of the N.R.A., has provided a book on “Crisis 
Government,” a study of the dictatorships in 
Russia, Italy and Germany, and the high 
power which has been granted to our own 
President. 

The second book will be “The New Party 
Politics” by A. N. Holcombe, Professor of 
Government in Harvard University. 

Thus again pressure is put upon the book- 
store to understand the present movements 
and to be able to sift out and present the 
volumes on new theories and practices that 
are coming to the front in this country and in 
others. 





News of the Week 


New Plan for Poster Advertising 
Launched in Booktrade 


A NEw PLAN for book advertising, developed 
by the John Mitchell Company, 400 Madison 
Avenue, New York City, and endorsed by 
such booksellers as Frank L. Magel, Richard 
F, Fuller and Morris G. Michaels, is rapidly 
being put into operation in leading bookstores 
throughout the country. The plan itself is 
simple and ingenious, involving the use of 
the Bauer Multiposter machine, a device 
which shows, in rotation, 24 posters every 
four minutes, and which can be put in even 
a very small show window. 

The plan has already been adopted by 
nearly 100 bookstores and is intended to reach 
150 altogether. Twenty-two of the 24 spaces 
in the machines have already been contracted 
for by publishers. Each publisher pays for 
his space in each machine with one copy of 
the book advertised each month. These 
books are billed by the John Mitchell Com- 
pany to the bookstore at a discount of 
66 2-3%. Thus this month, with 100 ma- 
chines in operation, each of 22 publishers 
will pay the John Mitchell Company roo 
copies of the book advertised. One each of 
the books, 22 in all, will be sent to each book- 
seller who has contracted for a machine. 
The bookseller will send the John Mitchell 
Company a check for 33 1-3°% of the list 
price of the books. He then sells the books 
at regular list prices and make an added 
profit on the transaction. 

The Multiposter machine is in a metal 
cabinet, 3114” x 1844” x 1644”, and costs 
from %c to 1c per hour to run. Booksell- 
ers who install the machines contract to keep 
them in operation in their show windows 
during the usual business hours and at any 
other time they deem advisable and to change 
the posters as they are supplied. 

Mr. Mitchell, who was himself a bookseller 
for 14 years before entering the advertising 
business, stated to the Publishers’ Weekly this 
week that he felt that these Multiposter ma- 
chines filled a crying need for bookstores, in 
that they allow announcements of a large 
number of books, instead of two or three or 
four, to be brought to the full attention of 
the passing public.

The Mitchell Multiposter 
Booksellers’ Code in Washington 


A COMMITTEE OF FOUR booksellers met last 
Tuesday, September 19th, with the Control 
Committee of the N.R.A., whose function 
is to assign the codes to their correct pigeon- 
hole in the general scheme. After a. discus- 
sion of the booksellers’ code, the Control 
Committee was to assign it to the correct 
Deputy Administrator, prior to submission 
to the Administration. Members of the 
booksellers’ committee who took the code to 
Washington were Frank L. Magel, president 
of the A.B.A.; Richard F. Fuller, The Old 
Corner Book Store, Boston; A. Kroch of 
Chicago, and A. R. Womrath. At the time 
of going to press no definite word had been 
received concerning the disposition of the 
code. 


Travel Contest Announced 


AN INTERNATIONAL PRIZE for the best book 
on Italian travel has been announced by the 
Italian State Tourist Department, V1 
Marghera 2, Rome, Italy. There will be a 
first prize of 10,000 lire and other prizes 10 
the form of gold and silver medals. Ac 
cording to W. D. Allen of the New York 
Office of the Italian Tourist Information 
Service, competitors are not restricted to 
any specific subject matter or form. 
Books may be in English, Italian, French, 
German or Spanish, and may have been pub- 
lished in any country between July, 193) 
and December 31, 1933. 
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Labor Deadlock at Code Hearing 


A peapLocK on the labor provisions of the 
Master Code for the Graphic Arts and Print- 
ing Industry has developed at the Code hear- 
ing which has been in progress in Washing- 
ton during the past week. The hearing 
opened Monday morning, September 18th, 
and during the first day and a half repre- 
sentatives of the various industries involved, 
including the Book Manufacturers’ Institute, 
Typothetae, photoengravers, lithographers, 
electrotypers, periodical publishers, advertis- 
ing typographers and others, were heard. It 
was finally agreed that there should be a 
Master Code for the entire industry, although 
there was disagreement on the labor provi- 
sions. On Tuesday afternoon Labor took 
the stand, presenting a strong argument in 
favor of a 32-hour week on a wage scale of 
10°% less than the wages existing in all plants 
in 1929. Labor argued that a reduction to 
40 hours from the present 48 would not re- 
employ enough men. Bookmakers and 
publishers, on the other hand, foresee in 
such a drastic change an impossible increase 
in cost of production, estimated at as high 
as 40°. Textbook publishers will present 
the argument that most of them are tied up 
in five-year contracts and that such increased 
labor costs would mean operating at no profit 
for a number of years. Protests against the 
32-hour proposal were scheduled to be heard 
on Thursday. 

Trade book publishers were represented 
at the hearing by Arthur Chase of Dodd, 
Mead & Co. and others. Textbook publishers 
were represented by Charles E. Lord of Scrib- 
ner's and George L. Buck of Silver, Burdett. 
Subscription book publishers and other pub- 
lishing groups were also represented. 


Retail Sales in Rapid Rise 


ONE OF THE MOST ENCOURAGING Signs to date 
appears in the Federal Reserve Board’s re- 
port of department store sales for the month 
of August. Sales the country over were 
16% better than for August a year ago, and 
the Federal Reserve Board index number 
tor the month, which makes allowance for 
the number of business days and for the 
usual seasonal changes, was 75 in August, 
as compared with 71 in July and 68 in Junc. 
The Cleveland district showed the greatest 
gain, 42° over August last year; San Fran- 
cisco the least, with a 2% gain.

The meeting opened with reports by the 
heads of committees. Geraldine Gordon, 
editor of the monthly bulletin, asked for sug- 
gestions and criticism following the six 
months’ experiment. Several minor changes 
were made but the group was enthusiastic 
about continuing the bulletin with Miss 
Gordon as editor. Among the other reports 
given was an interesting one on the prelimi- 
nary work done by Harriet Anderson and 
Carol Fleming of the Channel Bookshop on 
book promotion work and mail order. They 
are planning a further study of the problems 
with a view to suggesting experiments to 
be carried out as a group. 

At the afternoon session Cedric Crowell 
gave a clear explanation of the A.B.A. code 
in its present form. A stimulating talk by 
Herbert Adolphus Miller, author of “The 


Beginnings of Tomorrow,” closed the meet- 
ing. 


Lamson Found Guilty 


Davin Lamson, sales manager for the Stan- 
ford University Press, was last week found 
guilty of the murder of his wife, Allene 
Thorpe Lamson, on Memorial Day. Mr. 
Lamson continues to protest his innocence, 
and his counsel promises to appeal the ver- 
dict on the grounds of insufficient evidence, 
alleged legal misconduct on the part of As- 
sistant District Attorneys and asserted errors 
in decisions by the Judge. 


Popular Edition of O.E.D. 


THe Great Oxford English Dictionary, 
which has hitherto been available only to 
those who could afford to spend many hun- 
dreds of dollars, will be published in No- 
vember in a popular edition, according to a 
recent announcement of the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press. The reissue will be printed 
from the same plates as the original work 
and arranged in 12 volumes. A 13th volume 
will contain the accretions to the English 
language since the original edition was made.

It 
is the Junior League 
Building on Delaware 
Ave., surrounded by old 
well-entrenched clubs 
and new smart shops, 
with plenty of parking 
space for shoppers. It 
was started in 1929 by

The walls are a lovely shade of Italian blue 
with black shelves for books. Down the cen- 
ter of the shop there are display tables and 
at the sides very low tables so that the stock 
is well and interestingly displayed. Fiction 
is the best selling part of the stock though 
lots of biography is sold, and the stock of 
children’s books is very impressive and a 
round table at the front is always kept for 
the poetry. 





Helen Shoemaker got her bookselling ex- 
perience at Ulbrich’s where she was for three 
years, but Mrs. Kimberly confesses that she 
is one of those derided females who just love 
books, and to make matters worse has energy, 
enthusiasm and a generous quantity of ig- 
norance so that any hope of being a guiding 
light in the community is practically dimmed 
forever. However, there is this mitigating 
circumstance, the shop has paid from the 
very beginning.

In 1926 the 
Corporation was dissolved and Mr. Mac- 
Greevey took the Elmira store, of which he 
had been in charge, Mr. DeGraff took the 
one in Canandaigua and Mr. Sleght the one 
in Batavia. The Sleght store looks rather 
small as one approaches it in a row of shops, 
but it seems enormous when one is inside it. 
It has a varied stock of office supplies, sta- 
tionery, typewriters, fiction and lower priced 
juveniles. 


One also finds the DeGraff Bookstore in 
Canandaigua surprisingly large after one gets 
inside. It is very bright and cheerful, with 
an enormous stock of gifts of all kinds, books 
being frankly, in spite of the name, of sec- 
ondary importance. Canandaigua has an 
important summer tourist trade, and this has 
been a good tourist season there, Mrs. Pusey 
told us. She has been at the shop two years. 
She is trying to build up an interest in better 


children’s books, for the interest of the cus- 
tomers at present, as the shelves testified, was 
in the cheaper juvenile series. The shop has 
a fair-sized circulating library, charging ten 
cents for three days, and ten cents is the mini- 
mum, with a two cent a week charge after 
that.

We were lucky enough to find both Mr. 
and Mrs. Barnum at home when we stopped 
in Ithaca, at the Corner Bookstore. We 
viewed the recently installed magazine de- 
partment, and doll and stuffed animal depart- 
ment which has proved a profitable addition.

OLD & RARE BOOKS 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


SEVERAL LETTERS received from rare book 
dealers in different sections, all similar in 
tone, bring reports of greater interest among 
collectors and improved sales. There is no 
doubt that there is a better feeling in the 
rare book trade. English dealers are looking 
forward to greater sales among American 
buyers, and conditions that improve foreign 
trade with us ought and undoubtedly will 
be felt in the American book shops. Book sales 
in American auction rooms will start next 
month. Collectors, who spent their va- 
cation in Europe and are now returning 
home, report the purchase of many rarities. 
Prices have been more favorable this summer 
than for a long time, but since the Lord 
Rosebery sale they have shown a tendency 
to advance. 


Tue Lonpon Times, in discussing the de- 
pression in the antiquarian book trade in 
America and England, says: “One _phe- 
nomenon which cannot be over-emphasized 
is that, while the general level of prices has 
fallen very considerably in the past four 
years, the slump has had the effect of kill- 
ng book-speculation, while to some extent 
stabilizing legitimate book-collecting. ‘It is 
agreeable to observe,’ an English bookseller 
prefaces a recent catalog, ‘that outstanding 
books have held their ground, and that the 
tight books in the right state have suffered 
little in value.’ If by ‘holding their ground’ 
is meant that the prices of such collected 
books as were not mere monetary ‘high 
spots have settled to something like their 
normal pre-boom level, then the statement 
s, with possible reservations, true. And very 





few dealers, at least on this side of the At- 
lantic, and no collectors except a few who 
were the least wise and consequently the 
most hard hit, can desire the return of the 
fantastic prices of the boom years.” We be- 
lieve that the attitude of the conservative 
rare book trade and discriminating collectors 
in England, in regard to boom prices, as 
stated by the London Times, is quite as gen- 
erally held by the same class of dealers and 
collectors in this country. 


Grorce A. PiimptTon, president of the Am- 
herst Corporation, has just returned from an 
annual visit to Europe. He brought with 
him a collection of books and manuscripts 
to add to his library. In an interview Mr. 
Plimpton said: “Last year I succeeded in 
obtaining the manuscript written by Profes- 
sor Alcuin for the Emperor Charlemagne in 
800, including the French Educator and the 
alphabet. This year I was fortunate enough 
to secure the copy of a manuscript by one 
of Alcuin’s pupils, Rabinos Maurus, who 
studied under him at Tours. The original 
was written in 850 and deals with the his- 
tory of France, the Popes, Rome and the lives 
of the Emperors. What Alcuin did for the 
French his pupil did for the Germans in the 
way of educating them in their own lan- 
guage. I have also brought back a copy of 
the early edition of the Bible printed in 1570 
and one of the only two copies in existence 
of the early Latin grammar written by 
Donatus.” Mr. Plimpton also obtained early 
manuscripts in Anglo-Saxon, Gaelic, Welsh 
and Irish and one of the “Romance of the 
Rose,” written in the tenth century in French. 
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ONE OF THE FirsT fall American booksellers’ 
catalogs to reach us comes from Dawson’s 
Book Shop, of Los Angeles, Calif. It in- 
cludes modern first editions, art books, old 
English editions, California and the West, 
fore-edge paintings, rare old engravings, 
choice sets, books with colored plates, manu- 
scripts, and early and modern fine presses. 
In a foreword Mr. Dawson says: “Has the 
wind veered in the book business? What 
better indication could there be than the re- 
cent important sales held in London where 
prices most certainly show a definite come- 
back. Yes, decidedly there is a slight breeze 
‘the other way;’ it should be a splendid warn- 
ing to book collectors to buy and buy quickly 
while there are exceptionally fine items to be 
obtained at amazingly low prices.” The rise 
in prices in England will be felt quickly here 
because of foreign exchange. The dollar is 
no longer at a premium; on the other hand 
the depreciation of the dollar is such that in 
itself it amounts to a substantial advance in 
costs calculated in United States money. 


Proressor F. P. Wixtson, one of the eminent 
Elizabethan scholars in England, has arrived 
at the Huntington Library in California in 
response to an invitation from the trustees 
of the institution to become a member of the 
distinguished company who will work at the 
library during the coming year. Professor 
Wilson has long been planning to prepare an 
edition of the non-dramatic works of the 
Elizabethan dramatist and pamphleteer, 
Thomas Dekker, and in order to do this 
satisfactorily it was necessary for him to con- 
sult the original editions in the Huntington 
Library, not available in the British Museum 
or elsewhere in England. The edition of 
Dekker’s miscellaneous writings, when 
edited by Professor Wilson, will be published 
by the Clarendon Press, Oxford University, in 
cooperation with the Huntington Library. 
Professor Wilson has already won distinction 
for his research work in connection with 
Dekker’s writings. 


THE FINE LIBRARY Of the late James B. Wilbur 
relating to all phases of the history of Ver- 
mont, said to be the most important ever 
brought together by a private collector, has 
become the property of the University of 
Vermont and has been installed in the Flem- 
ing Museum. The university library now 
contains the most nearly complete collection 
of Vermont books and books relating to Ver- 
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mont that has ever been assembled, and pro. 
vision has been made to make it a consulting 
library for research workers on all phases of 
Vermont life. 


A pHotostaTic copy of the manuscript of one 
of the first books ever written on the Amer- 
ican Indian has been obtained by the Bureau 
of American Ethnology of the Smithsonian 
Institution. This work, consisting of 80 
printed pages and 500 pages of manuscript, 
was discovered in the Vatican Library by Dr. 
Charles H. Clark while he was seeking manu- 
script material bearing on early American 
history for the Smithsonian. The author, 
Vasques de Espinosa, died in Seville, Spain, 
in 1630, presumably while seeing the work 
through the press. 


A LARGE PACKET of unpublished letters of 
Lafcadio Hearn, written mainly in the early 
years of Hearn’s literary career, has been 
discovered by a Detroit bookseller and will 
be published in a volume entitled “Letters to 
a Pagan.” They are addressed to Countess 
Annetta Halliday Antona, who met Hearn 
in New Orleans and remained his friend un- 
til his death in Japan. The edition will be 
limited to 550 copies. 


A FEW YEARS Aco the idea occurred to some 
one to start an alumni organization entitled 
“Friends of the University Library.” Which 
university was the first to profit from this 
happy thought we do not remember, but 
among the earlier ones were Harvard, Yale 
and Columbia. In a comparatively short time 
the list of universities and colleges with such 
organizations has become a long one. And 
the work of building up these libraries by 
gifts of rare books, of money, bequests, and 
in other ways, is proceeding with enthusiasm. 
We shall soon see these different organiza- 
tions vying with each other as to which can 
do the most for their alma mater. This 1s 
commendable, and we hope will continue 
until every university or college has its 
“Friends of the Library.” The probable and 
desirable result will be that many rare books 
will find permanent homes where they will 


be well cared for and do the most good. 


Ausrey Harrison Starke’s “Sidney Lanier: 
A Biographical and Critical Study,” published 
by the University of North Carolina Press, 
is receiving much favorable comment 10 
England. A critic in the London Times says: 
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“Certainly Lanier merits the notice of pos- 
terity, not only the one poet of the South 
worthy to be remembered with Poe, but as 
one who in the period of grey discourage- 
ment struggled with exuberant faith to assert 
the values of a new civilization which was 
to take the place of the one which passed 
away.” There has been some interest in 
Lanier among collectors of first editions of 
American authors, but in general he is one 
of the group of American authors which has 
been neglected. The revival of interest in 
the writings of Herman Melville had its start 
in England, and perhaps English critics may 
render the same service in awakening a new 
interest in Lanier. 


EpwarD WAGENKNECHT, University — of 
Washington, Seattle, Wash., writes: “I am 
writing a book on Mark Twain. It will be 
developed along the same lines as my ‘Jenny 
Lind’ (Houghton Mifflin Company, 1931), 
and ‘The Man Charles Dickens’ (Houghton 
Mifflin Company, 1929), and I should like 
to enter into correspondence with any one 
who may have something to contribute 
toward it. This might take the form of: (1) 
unpublished letters of Mark Twain; (2) per- 
sonal reminiscences; (3) references to obscure 
or unindexed material in print which I might 
possibly miss; (4) unpublished doctor’s or 
master’s theses. I shall be grateful to uni- 
versity librarians and professors of American 
literature who will note the last item par- 
ticularly. I trust that I do not need to say 
that I shall give proper credit to all who may 
assist me in this matter.” 


‘CONTINUING THEIR PUBLICATION of Blake’s 


prophetic books in color facsimile, Dent of 
London will have ready this autumn a repro- 


. duction of his “Visions of the Daughters of 


Albion,” from the illuminated copy in the 
British Museum, engraved and printed by 
Blake himself. An introductory essay has 
been contributed by J. Middleton Murry. 
Students of Blake have taken great interest 
in these facsimiles because they are excellently 
done and are the only way in which they are 
obtainable. Few can ever own original issues 
ot these Blake items both because of their 
rarity and great value. 


Tar New York Pustic Lrprary has placed 
on view in Room 322 an exhibition of illumi- 
nated manuscripts in the Spencer Collection 
covering a wide range of extreme rarities. 
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There are fine manuscripts from the leading 
countries of Europe with the sole exception 
of Spain, covering a period from 1170 to 
1680, more than 500 years.
